Planned tour

The exhibit will mark the 
100th anniversary of the start 
of the war in which more 
than nine million combatants 
were killed. The First World 
War was one of the deadliest 
conflicts in history. 

“This was a major event 
that changed the world for¬ 
ever. It affected Canada, and 
Port Colborne. We wanted to 
honour those who gave their 
lives and the ones who made 
it home from the war," said 
Mason. 

The exhibit will feature hel¬ 
mets, canteens, badges, doc¬ 
uments and uniforms and 
whatever else comes forward 
from local residents. 

The exhibit will also hon¬ 
our Russell Lambert Boyle,

who was born in Port Col¬ 
borne in the late 1800s. He 
joined the 7th Battery, Cana¬ 
dian Field Artillery as a trum- 
peter at the age of 14 and 
later served as a sergeant in 
the South African War, where 
he took part in several actions 
including the relief of Mafek- 
ing, Rhodesia, Transvaal, 
and East and West Pretoria. 
He later moved to Alberta 
and joined the 10th Battalion 
Alberta Regiment. 

While part of the Alberta 
regiment, he was sent to the 
Batde of Ypres, where he was 
shot five times in the groin by 
a machine gun and died at 
the age of 34. 

The museum has pho¬ 
tos of Boyle and a letter that 
was lent to it from a Calgary 

“It’s a letter from the army 
to his mother explaining how 
he died,” said Mason. 

There will be a bus tour to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake May 
9 to see the Niagara Histor¬ 
ical Society and Museum 
exhibit The Art of War. It is a 
guided walking tour of his¬ 
toric Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
with lunch, a stop at a choco¬ 
late factory and also a tour of 
the Port Colborne museum’s 
new exhibits. 

The cost is $65 for museum 
members and $69 for others.

New Canadians get warm welcome 
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Afghanistan mission: Saluting the bravery of our soldiers 


I t’s understandable 
that much discussion 
and debate will continue 
about Canada's mission 
in Afghanistan. 

The 12-year campaign, 
which officially wrapped 
up last week, was 
Canada’s largest military 
deployment since the 
Second World War. 

Was it a success? Did 
we accomplish our goals? 
Will our development 
projects like building 
schools, health clinics 
and an irrigation 
system be sustained? Is 
Afghanistan on the path 
to stability? Was it worth 
it? 


So many questions and, 
depending upon who 
is offering their views, a 
wide range of answers. 

But as the last of 
Canada’s troops arrived 
in Ottawa on Tuesday, 
one area we can all agree 
upon is saluting the 
bravery of our troops and 
recognizing the sacrifice 
of their families. 

We remember the 158 
soldiers who died during 
the mission and honour 
the thousands more who 
returned from the war- 
tom country, many with 
physical wounds and 
mental scars. 

Four men with Niagara 
connections paid the 


ultimate price: 

— Cpl. Robert Mitchell, 
a member of the Royal 


a former Niagara Falls 
resident, was killed Oct. 

3,2006 in an attack just 
west of Kandahar City as 
he provided security for a 
construction project. He 
was 32. 

— Royal Canadian 
Regiment Cpl. Albert 
Storm, of Fort Erie, was 
killed Nov. 27,2006 by a 
suicide bomber attack 
near Kandahar. He was 
36. 

— Warrant Officer 
Dennis Brown, a reservist 
with the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment in St. 


Catharines, was killed 
March 3,2009 when the 
armoured vehicle he was 
travelling in was struck 
by a roadside bomb 
northwest of Kandahar. 
He was 38. 

— Royal Canadian 
Regiment Cpl. Tyler 
Crooks, of Port Colbome, 
died in an explosion 
March 20,2009 during a 
morning foot patrol. He 
was 24. 

They left behind 
devastated family and 
friends, and a mourning 
nation. 

They are heroes and 
deserve our recognition. 

While questions 
remain about the 


future of Afghanistan, 
uncertainty also 
surrounds the many 
Canadian soldiers who 
have returned home. 

The government’s 
ability to help military 
personnel with combat- 


services it offers, it is still 
falling short. 

As well, Veterans 
Ombudsman Guy Parent 
issued a report last year 
showing that many 
veterans, especially those 
who were permanently 


has come under scrutiny 
during the course of the 
Afghanistan mission. A 
continuing issue has been 
a shortage of mental- 
health professionals 
to provide support to 
soldiers. 

And while the military 
ombudsman’s office 
says Ottawa has made 
improvements and 
investments into the

We ask a lot of our 
soldiers when we send 
them into dangerous 
places like Afghanistan.

O ne morning as I 
was chauffeur- 
ing Her Royal Highness 
Sulojana, the queen of 
our casa to work, I turned 
left on to St. Catharines’ 
Niagara St. from Carlton 
as we do most mornings.

We were already run¬ 
ning late. Now a traffic 
slowdown. Correction. 

No 
movement. 

Of course, the brain 
immediately went to work 
and started replaying 
video clips from similar 
stoppages in the past — 
the accident that resulted 


in freeway traffic being 
diverted onto this same 
Niagara St., malfunction¬ 
ing traffic lights that 
instantly transformed the 
next intersection into a 
four-way stop — to name a 
couple. 

The SUV in front of us 
made it impossible to see 
how many vehicles were 
ahead of our now seem¬ 
ingly low-to-the-ground 
sedan. If traffic was 
backed up all the way to 
the lights, that could be as 
many as 15. At the conser¬ 
vative rate of 22.4 seconds 
delay per vehicle waiting 
for others at the newly- 
created four-way stop, that 
could add a whopping 
5.5 minutes to our trip. At

NPCA buys part 
of former camp

A portion of the former Lakewood 
Beach Easter Seals camp in Wainfleet has 
been purchased by Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority. 

NPCA announced last week that it had 
purchased the six-hectare lakeffont prop¬ 
erty for $1,975 million, which it said is 
“well below” the appraisal price. 

“We’re thrilled to have taken charge of 
this significant opportunity to acquire and 
conserve through public ownership one 
of the last remaining sandy beaches along 
the Lake Erie shoreline," the conservation 
authority's chief administrative officer, 
Tony D’Amario, said in a news release. 

The purchase of the land west of Burn¬ 
aby Rd. complements a 1.3-hectare water¬ 
front site NPCA purchased from Niagara 
Region for $1.35 million in 2010. 

Lakewood Beach Properties sold the 
NPCA the six-hectare plot of land — a 
portion of the 21.6 hectares it purchased 
in 2006 from the Ontario Society for Crip¬ 


pled Children for $3.125 million. 

NPCA had initially tried to purchase all 
the property in 2006 for $2.5 million. 

Earlier this month in supporting the 
conservation authority, the Township of 
Wainfleet waived Lakewood Properties’ 
requirement that 5% of its property be 
dedicated to parkland when it builds its 
planned condominiums. 

NPCA, in its news release, said it will 
engage the public in developing a master 
plan to determine the public use of its new 
land — its lakefront spans 155.7 metres — 
and ways to conserve the natural habitat 
of the Fowler’s toad, an endangered spe¬ 
cies on the property. 

D’Amario said Friday that the conser¬ 
vation authority’s new property could 
include interpretive features that could 
provide visitors information about such 
things as the dunes and the Fowler's 

“I think there’s multifaceted opportuni¬ 
ties there." he said.

Rosa Flora snaps back after fire 


After a devastating fire tore 
through its greenhouses, Rosa 
Flora Ltd. is ready to blossom 

In an effort to recoup its pro¬ 
duction destroyed in the multi- 
million-dollar blaze on March 6, 
the Dunnville company recently 
finalized a deal to purchase 
Peter Bulk Greenhouses, an 
8,361-square-metre snapdragon 
operation on Cataract Rd. on the 
outskirts of Welland. 

Rosa Flora’s snapdragons were 
significantly impacted by the fire 
and the new acquisition will only 
return the company to 20% of 
its original production, said co¬ 
owner Josh Bulk. 

But plans, he said, are under¬ 
way to rebuild the Dunnville facil¬ 


ity and hopes are to have produc¬ 
tion back to 70%, equalling close 
to three hectares, by the end of 

Cleanup is underway at the site 
of the fire and infrastructure that 
was spared is now being used to 
get snapdragons growing again 
on Diltz Rd. 

The acquisition, for which an 
amount has not been disclosed, 
will allow Rosa Flora to begin 
shipping out the colourful flowers 
as soon as Monday, Bulk said. The 
Welland operation is also grow¬ 
ing viburnum, peonies and ilex in 
smaller quantities. 

Rosa Flora has worked in part¬ 
nership with Peter Bulk in the 

Peter, who is intending to retire, 
is the cousin of Rose Flora founder 
Otto Bulk, Josh Bulk said. 


The four employees who work 
at the Cataract Rd. greenhouse 
will be retained under the new 
agreement. 

Bulk said Rosa Flora, the largest 
gerbera grower in North America, 
would love to get back to its pre¬ 
fire size, but only time will tell 
how quickly that will happen. 

The cause of the fire, which is 
under investigation by the Office 
of the Fire Marshal, is still unde¬ 
termined, Bulk said. 

“We would love to know exacdy 
what do to do prevent it from hap¬ 
pening again,” he said. 

In rebuilding the new facility, 
“we'U definitely be making some 
changes,” he said, although details 
have not yet been finalized.

Bank fees ‘outrageous,’ MP charges

While small business 
owners are struggling with 
rising banking fees, con¬ 
sumers are coping with 
ever-increasing costs. 

As many as 50 area res¬ 
idents and business rep¬ 
resentatives shared their 
opinions on the costs they 
face with Sudbury MP 
Glenn Thibeault recently, 
the New Democratic Party’s 


small business and tourism 
critic, as well as the critic 
for consumer protection. 

He visited the Welland 
riding with MP Malcolm 
Allen last week, part of a 
cross-country tour Thi¬ 
beault is involved in to 
determine the challenges 
communities face through¬ 
out Canada. 

Allen said every time 
a consumer swipes their 
Interac card to purchase an

item, the retailer is charged 

“It can go as high as 6%,” 
he said, and that’s charged 
on the entire purchase 
including the taxes and 
even tips if people swipe 
their cards at restaurants. 

“They take a percentage 
of all of it, which is actually 
I think outrageous, to be 
truthful,” he said. And pre¬ 
mium cards — debit cards 
that offer free movies and 


other incentives — cost the 
retailers more. 

"Retailers have no idea at 
the end of the month how 
much they're going to have 
to pay because they have 
no idea how many pre¬ 
mium cards went through 
their system," he said. 

Although some retail¬ 
ers have stopped accepting 
bank cards as a result, that 
can drive away customers. 

Meanwhile, Allen said, 


consumers are facing "a 
myriad of fees” that peo¬ 
ple are now being charged 
to withdraw their money 
from automated teller 
machines. 

He said bank ATM 
charges should be capped 
at 50 cents per transaction. 

Although Allen said 
Canadian banks will not 
divulge the cost of ATMs, 
U.S. banks spend 36 cents 
per transaction. 


“In fees alone last year, 
the banks made $4.2 billion 
charging us ATM fees and 
fees on our credit cards,” 
he said, adding it doesn’t 
include interest payments 
made to banks. 

In other parts of the 
world, he said, charges for 
using bank machines are 
comparatively minimal.

SCENE Fest goes big time

St. Catharines' SCENE Music Festival 
is going through a growth spurt for its 
19th year. 

One of southern Ontario’s most 
renowned and respected music events 
is expanding into a two-day festival June 
28 and 29, with several headline acts to 
play Montebello Park. 

“It’s the evolved version of SCENE," 
says festival co-ordinator Pat Murphy. 

Montebello Park will replace Market 
Square as the main stage area, increas¬ 
ing capacity from 5,000 people to about 
10,000. With the bigger space comes 
bigger performers — Marianas Trench, 
Matthew Good, The Sheepdogs, Mon¬ 
ster Truck, The Arkells and Lights. 

Murphy says he has discussed 
expanding the festival for the past few 
years with SCENE co-producers Jenni¬ 
fer Anderson and Steve Stumble. Last 
year’s headliners Tokyo Police Club 
packed Market Square, and after Mur¬ 
phy watched local favourites City and 
Colour play to 20,000 people at Butler’s 
Barracks in Niagara-on-the-Lake last 


summer, he knew it was time to expand. 

“It was a bit of a catalyst,” he says. “To 
see that many people in Niagara for live 
music, it was very cool.” 

But Murphy is aware the change could 
rankle longtime SCENE fans. 

The festival began in 1996 as the St. 
Catharines Event for New Music Enter¬ 
tainment. About 800 people saw a hand¬ 
ful of bands in three downtown ven¬ 
ues — it would soon expand into one of 
Canada’s biggest one-day music tests. In 
recent years, it has averaged about 140 
bands, ten venues and 6,000 people con¬ 
verging on downtown St. Catharines. 

SCENE played a crucial role in help¬ 
ing bands like Billy Talent, Alexisonfire 
and Bedouin Soundclash get discov-

■ RESCUE: Two fishermen safe after fall into recreational canal 


‘The ice folded on us,’ 
lucky angler writes

Two men are lucky to be alive after plung¬ 
ing through the ice mto the recreational canal 
near Hwy. 406 south of Merritt Rd. Saturday. 

Niagara Emergency Medical Services 
superintendent Marianne Orsan said para¬ 
medics responded to a911 call reporting two 
people who were out on the canal fishing fell 
through the ice shortly after noon. 

“We transported one adult male patient 
to a local hospital with non-life threatening 
injuries,” Orsan said. 

When paramedics arrived, only one of 
the two adult men was still at the scene, she 
added. The other man was reported to have 
left the scene himself, driving away in a vehi¬ 
cle. 

Orsan said the pair are lucky to be alive, 
considering the icy water and 4°C tempera- 

“TheyTe doingfine,” she said. 

St. Catharines resident Nate Moore, 26, 
later posted a comment on Facebook, saying 
he was one of the two men who fell through 

An experienced ice fisher, Moore said the 
ice was 18 inches thick when they walked 
onto it at about 7 am that day. 

As they were leaving, walking along the 


ice toward their vehicles, they noticed it 
appeared weaker ahead of them and headed 
fttr shore. 

We walked like 10 feet and the ice folded 
on us,” Moore wrote. 

He climbed to safety and grabbed a log to 
use to help his friend out of the water 

Moore said they ran back to their vehicles 
parked along the highway, planning to drive 
themselves to the hospital. 

“I saw all emergency services, so I stopped 
to let them know we were OK and going to 
the hospital,” he said, adding he didn’t leave 
his friend behind 

“We came together, we were leaving 
together he wrote. 

Since all his fishing equipment is at the 
bottom of the recreational waterway now, 
Moore wrote he won’t be doing any more ice 
fishing this year 

Although he said the ice was safe where 
they were fishing, it was “poor judgment to 
walk down on the ice farther to get off,” he 

“That being said, we are beyond grateful 
to be alive and well. We will be more careful 

Messages sent to Moore were not returned 
Sunday.

“I felt really pretty in that dress, and 
just loved having it on,” said the Thorold 
resident. 

“It was great they would offer some¬ 
thing like that,” she said. “I’d previously 
(shopped) for dresses and all were over 
$100,” she said, adding that’s a price 
range she couldn’t afford. 

Beth’s mother Mary McCormick was 
wowed by the Education Foundation 
of Niagara program, now expanding its 
reach across the region for students. 

“We were over the moon with their 
offerings, the real kindness, the care,” said 
Beth's mother Mary McCormick. "There 
was no judgment, or any feeling this is a 
poverty thing.” 

Meanwhile, the foundation is readying 
for its annual Prom Project Niagara event 
on May 10, where the formal items will be 
distributed at five locations, with no reg¬ 
istration needed. 

While the foundation is a non-profit 
that works with the District School Board 
of Niagara, the prom initiative is open to 
all graduating students in the region. 


Since 2009, items were distributed at 
Thorold Secondary School, with a small 
site added in Beamsville last year. 

The May 10 event from 9:30 a.m. to 
1:30 p.m. is presented by PenFinancial 
Credit Union. This year, it will include 
high school sites at Thorold, Beamsville 
District, Centennial in Welland, Fort Erie 
and Niagara Falls' A.N. Myer. 

“We want everyone to come who is in 
need," said Dara Goulet, the foundation 
executive director. “Lastyear, we had about 
200 kids on the one Prom Project day." 

Goulet said the latest expansion seeks 
to help those who might otherwise find it 
a challenge to make it to Thorold, to pick 
up the grad clothing and accessories. 

The program also seeks gently-used 
and new items. “We’re not asking for 
money, go through your closets for things 
you see you don’t want to wear anymore,” 
Goulet said. 

“We take jewelry, shoes and ties, and 
have a huge need for guys’ formal cloth¬ 
ing ... and updated ties,” she said. 

“And we happily accept new donations 
from stores as well.”
